Six to eight milk goats can be kepi 
upon the f* cd required for one cow. 
G. G. Gibson, assistant extension 
dairyman, says that the goat, often 
characterized as the poor m an ’s cow, 
will supply sufficient milk for the 
average family and can 
be 
kept 
where it w*ould be impossible to keep 
a cow. 
But to produce, the goat must be I 
fed properly and when does are in 
milk they should bi* allowed all the 
roughage, such as alfalfa, clover, or 
*'i 
d ha" and fodder, thoy will con- 
nme.

should receive a 
liberal quantity of succulent feed, 
urb as silage or root crops.
